Then the first American 
typewriter, called a "typographer," was 
patented by W. A. Burt.

France 
having 
a separate 
key lever 
for each letter, and between the years 
1840 and 
18GO Sir Charles Whetstone 
invented several machines which are 
now preserved in the South Kensing- 
ton museum, Ixmdou. 
In 1873 C. 
Lt. 'Sholes, an American, 
after five or six years' work, succeed- 
ed In produciug a machine sufficiently
